Massage results in a number of 
quite different physiologic changes 
in the body. It will not do certain

things which are often popularly 
ascribed to it. For instance, it will 
not remove tissue deposits to any 
great extent. 
It is true that mas­ 
sage and iwssive movement will often 
break up deposits around joints and 
in old fractures, but what I mean is 
that massage will not remove fat 
deposits. 
Its principle action is in changing 
the physiology by changing the dis­ 
tribution of the blood. 
The effects of massage can br 
divided 
into 
general 
and 
local 
changes. 
We all know something 
about the improvement in general 
bodily 
feeling 
that 
comes 
from 
massage. Nerves are soothed, muscle 
aches and fatigue disappear, sleep 
and a general feeling of well-being 
are Induced. 
Increasing Hilted Ci-culntien 
These effects are largely the re 
suit of increasing blood circulation 
and giving it better distribution 
also by the throwing off of the 
muscle poisons which have accumu­ 
lated in the system 
Thus massage 
is a very good remedy for insomnia, 
nervousness, overwork and fatigue 
and does not have the disadvantages 
of the after effects of sedative drugs 
that are often used in these con­ 
ditions. 
The movements used in massage 
are named effleurage, petrissage, 
and tapotement. 
Effleurage is a 
stroking movement with systematic 
and deep stroking. Petrissage is a 
complex movement—it consists of 
kneading the muscles. Tapotement 
is a percussion movement—tapping, 
clapping and beating the muscles. 
Besides 
these, 
most 
masseurs 
make joint movements, especially in 
Hie case of the back and around the 
lower end of the spine, they make 
the joints move more than they 
ordinarily would do In the average 
amount of exercise. 
By these movements blood masses 
are displaced and are redistributed,

especially in the muscles. Massage 
is therefore particularly useful in 
stiff muscles and muscular rheum a­ 
tism and lumbago. It is also useful 
in chronic joint disease and in the 
atrophy of muscles that occur* aft'*r 
convalescence and a long stay in i 
bed and in infantile paralysis. 
Benefits Neuritis 
Nearly all forms of neuritis are 
benefited by massage. It is of in­ 
estimable value in the treatm ent of 
dislocations and fractures in the 
period of convalescenc# in older to 
restore complete function and move­ 
ment. a special set of muscle m a­ 
nipulations is known to be valuable 
in heart disease. 
Constipation offers a good field 
for massage, 
The masseur start* 
with friction over the cecum anti 
works over the whole colon and 
small Intestine thoroughly. This is 
somewhat similar to the use of the 
cannon ball or medicine ball. Th' 
treatment, should be given on ar 
empty stomach and should not Iasi 
over fifteen minutes.
